Trafalgar, on the 21st of October, 1805, 
between the English fleet, consisting of 
twenty-seven sail of the line and four 
frigates, and the combined fleets of France 
and Spain, consisting of thirty-three sail 
and seven frigates, which lasted four 
hours, twenty sail of the enemy were 
unk ‘or destroyed, and the French com- 
mander-in-chief, (admiral Villeneuve,) 
with two Spanish admirals, were made 
prisoners. The gallant Nelson was 
wounded about the middle of the action, 
and died nearly at its close—“ Thus ter- 
minated the brilliant career of our peer- 
less Navat. Hero, who was, beyond dis- 
pute, preeminent in courage, in a de- 
partment of the British service where all 
our countrymen are proverbially courave- 
ous: who, to unrivalled courage, united 





skill equally conspicuous and extraor- 
dinary ; who, in consequence of these rare 
endowments, never ‘ted on our fleets to 
battle that he did not conquer; and whose 
name was a tower of strength to England, 
and a terror to her foes,”*
